Cabinet Acts Undeir Emer- 


.gency Law to Prevent 


Outflow of Metal 


Pretoria, Union of South Africa— 


QP)—Premier Hertzog*s cabinet -de- 
cided ' today to "adhere, to the gold 
standard but to prohibit the export 
of -gold from the 
South African" 


Union. The decisions were made at 
a special-cabinet meeting. 


Faced with increasing popularity 


of. the Labor party and 'the inten- 
tion of Tielman Roos to form a new 
coalition party, the government is 
regarded as in a precarious position, 
and it is not yet known whether it 
will go to the country in another 
.general election. 


To meet the situation arising from 


unlimited sale of currency in the 
past few days, which according to 
reliable figures has resulted in the 
flight of more than £1,000,000, the 
cabinet decided to take power-un- 
der an emergency act to withdraw 
sovereigns from circulation and 
prevent the export of hoarded gold. 


Premier Hertzog, undeviating in 
:his' support. of the gold standard, 
said its abandonment would depre- 
ciate gold to its pure commodity 
value and thereby benefit the mines 
at the expense of the rest of the 
country. -

After hiding three 
days and 


nights in a vacant clubhouse on the 
Meramec river, about 13 miles from 
Ms home in South St. Louis, the 
dentist returned sometime Sunday 
night to end his life in the garage at 
his home. His body, with a bullet 
wound in the heart, was found yes- 
terday, and beside it was a long, in- 
coherent note he had written while 
a fugitive. 


The note contained several refer- 


ences to a man whose enmity, Dr. 
Bevier wrote, was aroused because 
the man believed the dentist had re- 
fused to aid him in becoming a 
member of a lodge. 


"Threats of Torture" 


"He made threats he would tor- 


ture me inch by inch," the note 
read. "He has been doing it by send- 
ing people to me to hr- •> work done 
who would pay a little down then 
when work was completed—I got no 
more. Many times this happened." 


The sequence of the note is brok- 


en at this point, and after a few 
sentences the writer refers to the 
slaying of Mrs. Elder: 


• "This woman confessed (the man's 
name) sent her. Worried me for a 
year. Made her teeth over four 
times, paid a part at "tart, then she 
said she did not wan* them, I must 
pay back her money and all her 
carfare. 
''I became mad, chcked her, then 


she said (the man's name) sent her. 
I became wild—^rou know the rest." 
.-No-further, reference, is made-in 
the note to the slaying. Records 
found in the dentist's office showec 
a-bill for $50, on which Mrs. Elder 
had paid $10 -two months ago.

in its upper reaches. Fed by the 
swollen Poteau, the Arkansas river 
went above flood stage at Fort 
Smith, Ark., and flooded lowlands 
for Arkansas and Oklahoma were 
predicted. 
Livestock and property in the af- 


fected areas were evacuated against 
further rise. 


On the other side of the big riv- 
er, Mississippi delta tributaries have 
been boisterous for quite awhile. 
The Tallahatchie, Yazoo and other 
bad actors of the Delta country 
have been cutting their usual win- 
ter capers without, however, any 
serious damage yet. 
The Pearl river, which gets down 


to the sea without any help from 
the Mississippi, has caused trouble 
for the central state lands around 
Jackson, Miss., and hundreds have 
been forced from their homes. Sim- 
ilarly, other outsiders have caused 
concern in northwest Georgia and 
central Alabama. 
The rising Alabama river, which 


likewise has no bearing on the 
Mississippi river situation, was just 
five feet below flood stage at Mont- 
gomery. It was above flood stage at 
Miller's Ferry, Ala., where livestock 
has been moved to higher ground. 
The Etowah went above flood stage 
at Canton, Ga., and the Swoltzva 
rose at Borne. Ga.

Press indicated the total casualities 
would approach and possibly pass 
the 400 mark with the Illinois mine 
disaster, in which 54 lives were 
lost, leading the list. 


However, fatal automobile acci- 


dents caused by far the greatest 
death toll, exceeding 200. Califor- 
nia with 20 auto deaths had the 
greatest number for any single 
state although the Pennsylvania- 
Delaware total was 23. Michigan 
had 15 and Missouri and New Jer- 
sey 11 each. 


Other classifications in the Asso 


ciated Press tabulation of holiday 
deaths included brawls and shoot- 
ings, trains, drownings, fires and 
miscellaneous. 


Strangely enough fires, which 


used to be a factor 
in the ob- 


servance of Christmas when lighted 
candles were used on trees, ac- 
counted for only 12 
deaths this 


year. At least 38 persons lost their 
lives in brawls and shootings while 
trains figured in 10 tragic deaths. 


The 17 drowings reported occur- 


red for the most part in the north, 
Kentucky, Tennessee and Arkansas 
being the only southern states to 
report such deaths.

A 
bill already is with the ways and 
means committee of house and sen- 
ate and this organization is pre- 
paring to exert every pressure for 
its passage and the saving of this 
vast industry in the Middle West. 


Tariff No Protection

"When zero weather comes and 


the land is buried in snow, our 
fields and forests play host to many 
visitors from out of the north. Most 
of them are cheery, harmless folk. 
Tiny chickadees, 
restless 
snow 


buntings, silent tree sparrows. But 
some are grim of visage and hard 
of heart, armed with talons of brass 
and beaks of steel. 


Three years ago last November, 


I was rabbit hunting near the vil- 
lage of Black Creek. It was a warm, 
sunshiny day, more like summer 
than autumn. At noon, our hunting 
done for the time being, we were 
standing in front of my compan- 
ion's home. His eye caught sight of 
what appeared to be a white splash 
near the top of a tamarajck tree a 
hzlf mile away. He poinfed it out 
to me, and we speculated as to its 
identity until called to lunch. When 
we came out again it was gone, and 
we dismissed it from out minds, be- 
lieving the mystery would never be 
solved. 


Later in the afternoon while 


standing at the edge of some brush, 


•we saw what we took to be a snow 
goose fly into a neigbborins field. 
Approaching cautiously, we were 
electrified to see a great snowy owl 
rise in-.o the air, just beyond gun- 
shot, and sail slowly off. 
"That means cold weather com- 


ing," I said. And sure enough, with- 
in a few hours the temperature 
commenced to fall and a blizzard 
howled out of the north. 


The snowy owl shares with the 


great horned owl the distinction of 
being the largest of its race in the 
northern part of the United States. 
It inhabits the Arctic regions and 
only visits us in the dead of winter 
when hunger forces it to seek new 
hunting grounds. Both roosting and 
nesting on the ground, it seldom 
lights in a tree. And as the name 
implies, its color is predominantly 
white, though barred with reddish 
brown or gray brown markings. 
Like most owls it looks much larger 
than it really is because of its heavy 
coat of softy, sound muffling feath- 
ers.

sevelt study, he related his belief 
ihat disarmament is necessary to a 
restoration of world confidence anc 
credit, and said he believed impor- 
tant steps had been taken toward 
the reduction of armaments. This in 
turn, he predicted, would have a 
favorable effect on efforts for a suc- 
cessful world economic conference.

Many Bankruptcies May 


Be Avoided if Measure 


Is Given Approval 


BY DAVID LAWRENCE 


Washington — The biggest single 


step in aid of economic recovery 
that can be taken by legislation is 
about to be considered by congress. 


It affects billions of dollars of 


investments 
and is the answer 


which government officials feel CPD 
justly be given to the debtor class 
whicb includes corporations, part- 
nerships ani individuals who feel 
that they need the sansation of law 
to work out their debt problems. 


Under existing law, a business 


man or an individual who finds 
Mmsplf unable to pay Ms creditors 
must undergo the stigma of bank- 
ruptcy in order to get relief. Or, ii 
he does think he can eventually 
work out his situation, he must 
run the risk of being thrown into 
bankruptcy by any three creditors 
who, however small their 
claims 


may be, have the legal right to 
force liquidation. Bankruptcy means 
the distribution of assets on a pro- 
rata basis. It does not pro-aide for 
the continuance of the business un- 
less the bankrupt concern "can raise 
sufficient money to buy out at fore- 
closure proceedings the assets of the 
business in which it had previously 
been engaged. 


It is known that there are^liter- 


ally millions of persons who are 


staving off bankruptcy because 
they know that liquidation will not 
bring real relief. For years, also, 
even in normal times bankruptcy 
has been a method whereby many 
have sought to evade their obliga- 
tions. 
It has, therefore, been proposed 


that the present laws be amended 
so that the courts may take juris- 
diction over those cases where in- 
dividuals or businesses may be able 
to win the approval of two thirds of 
their creditors to a plan of reor- 
ganization. It affects borrowers on 
home or farm mortgages as well as 
corporations and would include 
railroads. 


Reorganization Plans 


Reorganization proceedings rath- 


er than bankruptcy proceedings 
constitute the relief about to be of- 
fered to the debtor class. The au- 
thor of the plan is Solocitor General 
Thomas Thatcher who made an ex- 
haustive study of the whole bank- 
ruptcy situation for nearly two 
years and came to the conclusions 
which are now expressed in bills 
pending before 
congress, among 


them one introduced by Senator 
Hastings of Delaware, which is be- 
fore a joint committee of both 
houses. 


The measure proposes, of course, 


to protect the creditors as well as 
the debtors. There are some mem- 
bers of congress who would go fur- 
ther and wipe out mortgages and 
other forms of debts, but it is un- 
likely that this will prevail, be- 
cause it would mean interference 
with future financing and would at 
the same time impair financial 
structures which own large quanti- 
ties of mortgages or bonds. 


The plan provides first 
of all 


that an individual or a company 
may appear in court with a petition 
stating that relief is desired be- 
cause of inability to pay maturities. 
This may be the case not only with 
individuals nowadays 
but with 


many corporations including rail- 
roads. The usual course is to ap- 
point a receiver and this means 
a tremendous expense, especially 
with companies that nave been 
compelled to apply for receivers in 
all parts of the United States where 
they may have properties. 


When the petition, therefore, is 


filed merely asking for relief the 
court takes jurisdiction and from 
that moment on there t&n be no in- 
terference by creditors, enforcing 
a bankruptcy proceeding. 
It_ be- 


comes necessary then for the indi- 
vidual or company to obtain by 
negotiation the" approval of two 
thirds of the creditors in each case, 
both secured and unsecured. 


New Proposal 


If such approval is obtained the 


minority is given an opportunity to 
protest and its rights can be taken 
care of by continuing liens in the 
proportion of their holdings or by 
a sale of their holdings at a fan- 
price, but they cannot block a re- 
organization. 
This is the essential 


point wiiicii lias be&u worrying co 
Derations with bonded indebtedness. 
" What the plan means, therefore, 
is that companies which have an 
opportunity to work out their prob 
lems by an extension of their ma 
turities will be able to do so. 
is a form of relief which is ex- 
nected to result in the legalization 
of many situations which exist to- 
day but which can be threatened 
at any moment by recalcitrant min- 
ority creditors. 
It will mean scal- 


ing down of debts and often inter- 
est charges but it will afford an op 
portunity primarily to preserve 
asserts which otherwise might have 
to be foreclcsed and thrown upon 
an uncertain market. 


While the only power of congres; 


to enact the proposed laws is de 
rived from that portion of the con- 
stitution which authorizes congress 
"to establish uniform laws on the 
subject of bankruptcies 
through- 


out the United States" the measures 


suggested do not contemplate bank- 
ruptcy in the popular sense. Indeed 
they are designed to avoid liqui- 
dation of debtor's property and to 
give him, under the protection of 
the court, an opportunity by agree- 
ment with Ms creditors to read- 
just Ms indebtedness and escape 
the 
disastrous 
consequences of 


liquidation which is the inevitable 
result in ninety nine out of a 100 
cases brought under the present 
laws. 
Reorganization, compensa- 


tion and extension of debts, is 
just the opposite—namely read- 
justment of the claims of creditors 
so that the debtor may retain his 
property, 
preserve his earning 


power and provide for his settle- 
ment of his debts or ultimate pay- 
ment. 


Ultimate Liquidation 


The bill before the senate judici- 


ary committee which has been 
meeting in executive session during 
the past week provides ultimately 


of course for liquidation if there 
is no opportunity to work out the 
plans of a company or individual 
who applies for relief but it does 


I give every

j liquidation. As for minority inter- 
ests, it provides that any secured 
creditor, who is unwilling to accept 
the benefits provided for him un- 
der the plan may file with the 
clerk at any time prior to the con- 
firmation of the plan a demand in 
writing that "his lien be afforded 
the protection required" for such 


] unsecured creditors. This includes 
• either the "sale of property sub- 
ject to such liens or claims, or by 
a sale free of such liens or claims 
at not less than a fair upset price, 
and the transfer of such liens or 
claims to the proceeds of such sale, 
or by appraisal and payment in 
cash of the value of such liens and 
cJaims, or at the objector's election, 
of the securities 
alloted to such 


liens and claims under the plan." 


The general counsels of 40 rail- 


roads recently studied the plan and 
by a vote of 39 to 1 approved it. 
Other types of businesses effected 
have been considering the plan and 
judging from the sentiment among 
radicals and conservatives alike 
here the measure has better than a 
fair chance of passing at this ses- 
sion of congress.

ONE GOVERNOR TO ANOTHER 
Gone are those halcyon days when the 


governor of North Carolina winked and 
softly smiled -as he made a certain sug- 
gestion to the governor of South Carolina. 
Now we find the governor of Georgia ap- 
proaching the governor of New Jersey in. 
no such genial mood but, in reference to 
the latter's decision • refusing to honor a 
requisition for the return of Burns ("I es- 
caped from the chain gang"), sharply 
thrusting: "It is easy to understand how 
the most horrible crime of modern times, 
the kidnapping and murder of the Lind- 
bergh baby, would go unpunished in a

upon the fact that the governor upon 
whom the demand is made is practically 
the sole judge of his actions, to inquire, 
when requested, into the merits of the 
controversy,, the justice of the original 
sentence or the deserts of the accused.

VENEZUELA CELEBRATES 


A nation with no foreign debt, no un- 


employment and an internal debt that 
could be paid three times over with the 
treasury -surplus, gives Venezuelans cause 
for rejoicing, as they celebrate this week 
the beginning of the twenty-fifth year of 
General Juan Gomez's administration of 
the destinies of their country. 


Four times has General Gomez been 


chosen as president of Venezuela and he 
is now serving, having been recalled from ' 
retirement, in the place of Juan B. Perez, 
deposed by congress because he had al- 
lowed expenditures to exceed revenues by 
70 million bolivares during the three 
years he was_in office. 


General 
Gomez became 
front-page 


news twenty-four years ago when he 
succeeded Cipriana Castro, 
who had 


forced President Cleveland to send war- 
ships to protect- him from the wrath of 
European powers and to uphold the Mon- 
roe doctrine. 


Reforms instituted by Gomez, includ- 


ing the recognition of foreign debts which 
had been repudiated, soon gained for him 
world-wide appreciation and though often 
seeking retirement, Tie has been continued 
in office as a virtual dictator. He has so 
ably administered the affairs of govern- 
ment that Venezuela today is an anomaly 
among nations—the only government in 
the world that does not owe one cent 
abroad. 


Gomez is affectionately called "El Re- 


habilador" and "El' Benemerito" and the 
anniversary of his accession to power 
has been officially set aside as National 
Rehabilitation Day, now celebrated more 
enthusiastically than the day of National 
Independence. 


It is General Gomez's boast that he 


found his countrymen unhappy and that 
they are now living in 
contentment 


Would that more rulers could boast in 
similar fashion.

WHY MOST PIMPLES DO NOT 


BECOME BOILS OR BOILS 


CARBUNCLES ,' 


While we are all in accord about 


the infectious character of pustules, 
boils carbuncles, septicemia* (acute 
blood poisoning), wMtlows, felons 
and other abscesses, unfortunately 
we clash upon_the answer to the 
question, Why do some persons 
have a painful boil or a dangerous 
carbuncle where others would have 
only a trifling pustule or pimple or 
no trouble at all? And why do cer- 
tain individuals promptly get over 
a boil and even a carbuncle while 
others suffer painfully or even die 
from the disease? 


All the peasants, who believe 


what they're told first or with the 
greatest .assurance, and all the 
wiseacres, who like to have you 
think they know what they think 
they know, have a glib explanation 
for it. They say the poor fellow 
aad no vitality, vigor or resistance 
or he was exhausted or worn out 
when the boil started Jand so he 
was too weak to "throw it off." 


That must be quite a satisfactory 


way to account for the difference in 
iidividuals' reactions to such infec- 
ions, if it means anything to you. 
Doesn't mean a thing to me. 


Then the peasants and wiseacres 


mve another smug liWe notion that 
f you suffer much from such trou- 
bles or if you succumb to a series 
of boils or a carbuncle, it is plain 
enough to anybody that your blood 
must have been impure 'or in poor 
condition, whatever that may mean. 


From our actual knowledge and 


not just theory we may assume that 
an absess remains" a pimple or pus- 
tule (1) if the pus-producing germs 
causing it are not very virulent 
strains or (2> if the tissues in- 
fected happen to have a fair degree 
of immunity against the specific 
;erms concerned. When the infec- 
aon is by a virulent strain (such as 
Streptococcus pyogenes), or the lo- 
cal or general immunity is undevel- 
oped or lowered, the 
invading 


;erms make deeper inroads and do 
greater damage, so that a boil or 
a carbuncle follows. 


Even a carbuncle is not so bad as 
it might be, for it indicates that the 
jeneral immunity is still sufficient 
;o keep the battle confined to one 
spot. Otherwise the infection would 
spread and soon the whole system 
would be overwhelmed by septice- 
mia (acute blood poisoning) or pye- 
mia. The fight staged by the python 
and the tiger in the picture "Bring 
em Back Alive" reminded me of an 
invalid with a carbuncle on Ms 
neekr. 


Coagulation necrosis or death of 
issue produces the "core" of a 
joiL fi there is no "core" it isn't 
a boiL The tissues thus destroyed 
usually consist of the hair follicle 
and its accompanying sebaceous 
(oil) 
gland. The boil begins as a 


w'ee pustule at the opening of a hair 
collide, wMch itches more or less. 
Soon a ring of skin around it be- 
comes infiltrated or indurated —a 
walling-off process around the bat- 
tleground. A- crust forms on the 
pimple, and on removing this a drop 
of pus escapes. If a probe is intro- 
duced it will enter to the depth of 
half an inch. The boil continues to 
enlarge and to discharge pus, and 
after several ~days gentle pressure 
arourd it will cause extrusion of a 
small slough (the "core") and then 
the healing process follows. Another 
time we'll tell how NOT to handle 
boils and how to treat them.

terest tci lovers of the unusual, a 16- 
acre tract of timber belonging to 
Alfred Tamm, farmer on route 1, 
Brillion, boasts of at least two trees 
which are objects of wonder to vis- 
itors who are attracted to the place 
by the unusual growths. 


One of the trees is a basswood 


with a freakish double trunk. The 
other is a huge elm reputed to be 
the largest remaining tree in this 
entire locality. With families of rac- 
coons habitually occupying quarters 
in a hollow portion of the elm, it 
has been known as the Tamm coon 
tree as far back as the present own- 
er, who is now 51 years old, can re- 
member. 


The basswood is about 60 feet 


high, full grown and growing. 
A 


single trunk emerges nomally from 
the ground but becomes forked af- 
ter two or three feet. 
The two 


prongs diverge to a distance of 
about two feet at their widest sep- 
aration, and after a distance of 
about 14 feet upward, they reunite 
to form once again a single trunk, 
above which the tree is normal. To 
what processes the tree may have 
been subjected during the early 
periods of its growth to produce the 
peculiar formation has been the 
subject of much speculation. 
And 


the tree is viewed with astonish- 
ment by persons who come far dis- 
tances to see it. The tract of wood- 
land has been in the Tamm family 
for three generations. 


A plausible theory is that two 


young trees growing dose together 
may have had their tops fastened 
together either accidentally or oth- 
erwise, and grew up in consequence 
as a single tree with a bifurcated 
trunk. Mr. Tamm says, however, 
that his father, the late August E. 
Tamm, on account of slightly flat- 
tened inner surfaces of the double 
trunk, inclined strongly to the be- 
lief that Indians had split the tree 
at an early age, holding the two 
sections apart with wooden wedges 
that dropped out as the tree ma- 
tured. 


Thes coon elm has a trunk mea- 


suring over five feet in diameter 
near its base, and three persons with 
outstretched arms are able to em- 
brace its circumference. The tree is

Suppleness in Smart Frocks

Paris — You cannot have & beau- 


tiful dress without that most im- 
portant of all qualities—suppleness. 
There has been a tendency on the 
part of women, born of the desire 
to acquire a slim silhouette, to in- 
dulge in. exaggeration, sartoriaHy 
speaking, of course. 


You have surely noticed how cer- 
tain women cling stubbornly to the 
type of dress in which the fabric 
is so form-fitted and therefore ut- 
terly devoid of suppleness that it is 
nothing more or less than a sheath. 


Sheath Alone Insufficient 


It is true that one of the char- 


acteristics of the. mode for some 
time" has been to use this sheath 
theme to convey an impression _ of 
slironess, A sheath, however, is in- 
sufficient, to say the least, on a nor- 
mal figure, and sometimes even 
achieves the. contrary effect. In any 
case, whatever may be the final re- 
sult of the sheath theme, it can 
never have but "a very distant ac- 
quaintance with a really high-class 
model. It is only by a subtle com- 
bining of various effects that- the 
slim line can be achieved, and a 
narrow silhouette is beautiful only 
when a certain amount of fullness 
is brought into play. 
This is what constitutes the full- 


ness theme on which every style 
has an influence as each succeed- 
ing season comes along. As a. mat-, 
ter of fact, the disposition, or plac- 
ing, of fullness alone has been at 
times to constitute a style in itself. 


• This quality of. ease and fullness 
is manifest in the 
most . simple 


dresses and you will find that even 
the-most .tailored gown shows some 
sort of fullness without which it 
would be a mere garment; certainly 
not a creation. 
' The same principle of the "light" 
touch is applied, in all categories 
of dress. Certain trimmings have a 
tendency to giving the impression 
of lightness, but they are not what 
I have in mind. I consider them in- 
sufficient and have always, believ- 
ed that a dress must possess that 
element of lightness and" easiness 
in itelf. Only in this way does it ac- 
quire the suppleness which is its 
•attraction. 


The effect I have in mind is some- 


times expressed in a very 
subtle 


fashion and often a-mere detail will 
be sufficient to attain the goal in 
view. The afternoon dress shown 
here, for example, would be almost 
too severe and bereft -in imagina- 
tion were it not for the treatment of 
the bodice and the generally easy 
fit which conveys the "supple" idea. 
Every woman, too, appreciates the 
effect -of suppleness obtained- by 
the cape treatment and all other 
movements it inspires. But these 
treatments bear the suggestion of a 
detail which can make a dress at- 
tractive by making use of a meas- 
ured originality as, for example, the 
discreet 'asymetry of the afternoon 
model shown here and the fur trim- 
ming to the evening ensemble.

The new laws for tournament 


play, recently released by the "Unit- 
ed States Bridge Association, in- 
clude a provision that, a team-of- 
•four may paradoxically consist of 
five members. 


My associates, Messrs Oswald Ja- 


coby and Walter Malowan, ponder- 
ing on this paradox," thought the 
idea might well be extended. 
In 


their opinion, a team of five is not 
enough. 
They believe the ideal 


team-of-four at Bridge should con- 
sist'of at least • fourteen players, 
made up as follows: 


Four bidders—Experts who will 


bid the bands,-and who, as special- 
ists in bidding, will not be expected 
to -play the cards. 


Two Dummy players; (only two 


will be necessary). -Assuming our 
side to be the Declarer, the bidding 
member will give his' place ,to one 
of the Dummy players, who -will 
proceed to squeeze out an extra 
trick. 


Four 
defensive players—These 


players will specialize in brilliant 
leads, deceptive discards and ability 
to dodge squeezes and end-plays. 


One pinch bidder, who occasional- 


ly will be called in when one of the 
regular bidders is at a loss as to the 
correct bid. He will also be particu- 
larly valuable in bidding Grand 
Slams and will be expected to put- 
in an hour's practice daily in the 
bidding of SmaH and Grand Slams. 


One doubler, who will' decide on 


close Doubles. Usually, one of the 
four ' defensive players 
will 
also 


take over the job of Doubler. 


Two "goat-getters"—These will be 


good, all-around players, who par- 
ticularly annoy certain members of 
opposing teams. These will be the 
real pinch-hitters, as they will be 
brought in the game only against 
special opponents whose "goat" they 
will get. Of course, the manager of 
an opposing team, when he sees a 
"goat-getter" 
enter 
the 
game, 


can put in one of his own "goat- 
getters." 


The abeve list of players should 


probably -be sufficient for 
minor 


team matches, -but when a team is 
engaged in a major league contest, 
it 
should consist of twenty-five 


members, including specialists in 
card-dropping, end-plays, squeezes, 
notrump hands, major and minor 
suit hands, falsecarding, and the 
like.

When we are rearing a child we seem to forget that this too is a mat- 


ter for preparation. We are preparing this child for the -time when he 
will leave us and stand on his own before the world. We are preparing 
him to endure, to struggle, to win in a keen competition where only his 
own strength can aid him. But we don't like to think about that "We 
draw the child close to us. He is ours. We hold him, play with him, 
amuse and comfort and please him. If in between times we can train 
him a little so that he won't be too much trouble to us and the neighbors 
we do that too. Not very sensible, is it? 


We say very glibly, "Childhood is a preparation for manhood," and 


we go on letting childhood take care of itself and ignore the time to 
come. By that attitude we hinder the children. 
In order to prepare 


them for the future we must first discicline and t>repare ourselves. We 
know that these children will have to face all that we have faced and 
more. The sooner we set about getting them ready the better for them. 


Then let us stop babying chil- 


dren long past the need for it. Let 
us accept, the dignity and the in- 
dividuality of childhood. Allow 
each child to do whatever his hands 
finds to do with all his might and 
stop pitying the poor child 
be- 


cause he has to work so hard. Hard 
work never hurt anybody. Wrong 
thinking has killed its hosts. Work 
saves them. Children can do their 
lessons and their chores and play 
hours on end and never turn a hair. 
They can carry responsibility if 
they get a chance. 


Little Mary's mother was delayed 


long past time to start the evening 
meal. "Come along, Mary. Let's get 
dinner ready. Your father will be 
coming in soon and it will be nice 
to have dinner all ready for him 
and save mother when she comes in 
all worn out with her hurrying."

I 
know a little girl of three who can 
make a fine pie. She is unusual 
but the idea underlying the pre- 
paration her mother has been mak- 
ing is not, ought not to be unusual. 


We parents and teachers are duty 


bound to make preparations for the 
children's future by" training them 
from the start to do a thorough job 
within their ability 
in whatever 


situation faces them daily. You 
can't produce an efficient man or 
woman over night. Efficient 
ma- 


turity is born of a long period of 
preparation, in childhood.

Washington— The strange ways of 


politics are 
Demonstrated once 


more by the efforts of the present 
congress, in its dying days, to solve 
the 35-year-old problem of what to 
do about the Philippines. 


Ever since Dewey raised the stars 


and stripes over Manila, almost all 
parties in the "United States and al- 
most all political leaders 
in the 


(outwardly) that freedom was just 
around the corner. 


A quarter of a -century ago Presi- 


dent Theodore Roosevelt said: "The 
islands should at_an early moment 
be given their independence." This 
sentiment has echoed again 
and 


again from the White House, and 
has found almost continuous and 
universal acceptance (outwardly) 
on capitol hilL 


Yet nothing much has happened. 


Whenever action was proposed, a 
certain shrinking was apparent all 
along the line. Now and again 
there have appeared near-humorous 
aspects of this despartty between 
the beating of the drums and the 
absolute absence of order to ad- 
vance. The answer has been, poli- 
tics. 


Political Issue 


In local Philippine politics, 
in 


particular,- the popular issue of in- 
dependence 
has been 
ridden 


through repeated 
campaigns by 


many a Pilipino leader who knew 
that realization must remain many 
years in the future. 


Freedom has been the dream of 


many of the populace for genera- 
tions. A full-fledged insurrection 
against Spain was in progress when 
the islands were captured in '98. 
The^first business of the new Amer- 
ican military government was to 
squelch another full-fledged insur- 
rection against the United States. 


Hardly could any Filipino hope 


for public preferment 
unless he 


made independence the first plank 
of his platform. In the 
United 


States, any public man who ex- 
pressed doubt was promptly label- 
led an imperialist. 


Neither in this country nor in the 


islands has there existed any gen- 
eral understanding that independ- 
ence would 
impose tremendous 


burdens on the Filipino people, ex- 
posing them not only to political 
dangers from abroad but probably 
bringing down a stiff tariff barrier 
against their prime exports of sugar 
and vegetable oils to the American 
mainland. 


Leaders See Danger 


But most public men have under- 


stood it, and that is why there has 
been such a notable lack of coopera- 
tion whenever anyone actually ap- 
proached the point of action. 


More than three years ago, when 


it seemed something really might 
be attempted, one of the foremost 
of the Philippine leaders who had 
been 
advocating "complete, im- 


mediate and 
absolute 
indepen- 


dence," announced that he would 
le satisfied with a "compromise."

licly disclosed, a group of Philip- 
pine independence leaders worked 
out a detailed plan with American 
officials to grant the islands a sort

Force Sought in 
Sun That Shoots 
Forth Fiery Gas 


Solar Eruptions 
Some- 


times Reach Size 400 


Times That of Earth 


Pasadena, Calif. —PR— Astrono- 


mers here are trying to discover 
what causes solar eruptions which 
send great, hot clouds of gas, soma 
of them reaching a size 400 times 
that of the earth, hurtling into 
space. 


Dr. Edwin Pettit, of the Carnegie 


Institution's Mount Wilson observa- 
tory, is making a close study of 
these huge and often weirdly shap- 
ed "prominences" which appear 
above the chromosphere, a gas layer 
about 8,000 miles thick on the nor- 
mally visible surface of the sun, 
and shoot off into space. They ap- 
parently gain velocity by leaps, he 
said, as if suddenly pushed by some 
mighty force. 


Some Fall Back to Snn 


Not all prominences leave the 


sun. Some spout up and fall like 
water fountains, others resembling 
tornadoes whirl about and appar- 
ently waste away, while still others 
shoot up and are torn apart, one 
portion falling and the other con- 
tinuing on until it loses its light and 
is no longer visible. 


Few of the 35 eruptive promi- 


nences so far photographed. Dr. 
Petitt said, were shorter than 37,- 
000 miles and the highest rose 577,- 
000 miles above the chromosphere 
before it became invisible. The 
largest observed had a volume 400 
times that of the earth. 


"A possible cause of the erup- 


tions," Dr. Petitt said, "is 'light, 
pressure.' Light exerts a pressure 
like waves striking the shore. It's 
force depends upon the amount of 
light absorbed by the atoms it 
strikes. 


"We have found that sun prom- 


inences are composed largely of hy- 
drogen and calcium gases. Hydro- 
gen atoms will absorb more light 
than calcium atoms So if we accept 
light pressure as the force behind 
tbe eruptions we shall have to re- 
vise our ideas about it." 


Velocity Increase Measured 


To check the accuracy of his ob- 


servation that the velocity of prom- 
inences increase as they leave the 
sun, Dr. Petttit had three of his col- 
leagues measure the photographic 
plates of one. They found that the 
prominence left the chromosphere 
traveling at three miles per second, 
then jumped to 11.8, than to 459 
and finally to 782 before it disap- 
peared.
